“The fact about political liberty re­ 
sides in the genius and disposition of 
the people. 
A few hundred men at 
W ashington cannot alter it. 
The pre­ 
cise wording of t heir t h e o r y as to what 
restraints upon individual liberty war 
makes expedient is not 
worth 
any 
great am ount of nervous 
wear 
and 
tear.” 
If the government is invested with 
extraordinary 
authority 
during 
the 
war, it is because a free nation wills 
it. 
That bas been proved to be the 
best way of waging war. 
When the 
need is past, the same free nation 
will do precisely what it thinks best. 
And either after or during the war it 
will make short shift of any public 
official who abuses his power.

eral levels each reached 
by

steps. 
We first entered a small tem ­ 
ple at one side and saw a mammoth 
brass bell higher than a tall man and 
wider than an umbrella. 
While 
we 
were there an old woman came with 
her offering of a few coppers 
and 
cash and a small incense stick. 
The 
monk in attendance struck the bell 


at another monastery soon to eat our 
dinner. 
Along the Way 
The next place was about half a 
mile away. 
We passed through sev­ 
eral groves of beautiful trees and 
along the hillsides both above and be­ 
low' us were well cared for fields of 
Chinese vegetables and herbs. 
Too, 
everywhere we went were monks beg­ 
ging. 
As soon as they saw us com­ 
ing they would spread out their full 
straight sleeves and hold them out 
to us as if we were ready to give them* 
an armful of money at any time. 
At 
the entrance of the m onastery we met 
a group of at least ten sedan chairs 
each holding a finely dressed woman. 
They had been there several days 
to worship. 
This place seemed to 
have more women pilgrims than any 
other and many of them were decid­ 
edly curious about the women of our 
party. 
We were ushered into a ‘guest 
room and asked to wait a little until 
the food was ready. 
The Chinese 
women nearly smothered us In their 
zeal to find out the color of our eyes, 
the way we fixed our hair, how our 
hats stayed on, w hether our clothes 
were silk or not, how our coats but­ 
toned, how big our feet were 
and 
many more strange things. 
We tried 
to satisfy their curiosity for awhile 
but were glad when the gong sound­ 
ed sum) toning them to their dinners 
and us io ours. 
Buddhist monks eat a strictly vege­ 
table diet, at least they are supposed 
to, so our meal that noon was of veg­ 
etables, fruit and nuts. 
As this was 
an ordinary meal and not a feast we 
each had a bowl of rice at the begin­ 
ning and then ate from the numerous 
bowls of tasty bamboo sprouts, lotus 
seeds, greens, water chestnuts, ban­ 
anas, etc. to add flavor to the rice. 
One oval bowl was set on the table 
and we all exclaimed that we thought 
no m eats were served here for there 
was a fine appearing fish. When asked 
to help ourselves we discovered finely 
chopped vegetables covered with a 
thin brown coating of bean curd and 
it all certainly tasted good. 
Another 
eatable looked like roast duck but it 
also proved to be all vegetables. 
After we had finished the meal the 
abbot of this monastery came In to 
visit a while and then as soon as we 
politely 
ccffild, 
we left, 
surrounded 
by the curious eves of many monks 
and pilgrims. 
We spent the rest of 
tile afternoon in visiting several other 
temples, a sacred well, a number of 
shrines and some shops along one 
temple wall. 
At Evening Meal 
We wrere at one monastery- at 5 


our beds rolled ,u p . cooking things 
packed away and were on our way to 
the boat landing by half past seven. 
We were to go to Dlng-hae, one of 
Mr. H ylbert’s stations and one of the 
places where our boat had stopped 
on the way to Pu-du.

Nlngpo, but the boat due that day was 
being repaired so we boarded a sail 
boat. 
Our baggage, some 19 or 20 
pieces, was put iii the make-believe 
cabin but we preferred to sit on top 
It was a little misty and quite 
cold wind was blo ring so we bundled 
up to our necks in steam er rugs and 
thoroughly enjoyer) the trip.

One of the places we passed 
was Sing-ko-meng, one of the largest 
fishing centers In this part of China 
'I here were hundreds of sea-going fish 
ing boats in the harbor

After leaving Bing-ko-meng we kept 
right close to the shore as Ding-hae 
is at another part of the same island.

Most of the peo 
pie wore long red robes, carried red 
or other colored banners and lanterns 
or escorted chairs holding other im 
ages of this idol or of his associates.

home 
gardners should be making their prep­ 
arations to utilize the freed space by 
planting other crops, say specialists 
of the U. 8. D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture. 
In planning for these plantings, the 
specialists suggest, it is well at all 
times, but especially this year, to con­ 
centrate e ffo rt on the production of 
vegetables 
that 
have 
considerable 
food value and on those which may 
be stored in their natural, condition, 
dried or canned for w inter use. 
Late 
Irish potatoes is ane of the im portant 
crops th at can be grown on the freed 
ground. 
Navy beans furnish substan­ 
tial food which is easily stored, and 
the present m arket prices make it 
worth while in sections where they 
thrive, to replant space from which 
crops have been harvested, with this 
legume. 
Other vegetables having consider­ 
able food value from which choice 
may be made for late 
plantings 
in­ 
clude sw eet corn, string beant*, late 
beets, turnips, tom atoes, squash and 
pumpkins. 
Among the less nutritious vegeta­ 
bles which may be 
planted 
In 
soil 
freed by early harvests are late cab­ 
bage and cucumbers. 
W inter onions, 
fall lettuce and fall radishes also may 
be planted late in the season. 
It is not essential, the

can be sterilized and bottled without 
sugar and made into Jellies

convenience. 
This 
enables her to do with 
fewer

glasses and to distribut her purchases 
of sugar for jelly making through the 
year. Moreover, with the bottled Juice 
she can make a greater variety of Jel­ 
lies, as juices which will not jell car 
be put up when the fruit is ripe and 
com bined later with fruits th at will 
jell, or fruits ripening a t different sea 
sons can be combined. 
For example, 
the Juice of straw berries, cherries, or 
pineapple can be kept without sugar 
and later when apples are plentiful 
can he made into combination jelly. 
From

unsugared 
sterilized 
juices of currants, apples, crabapples, 
and grapes, kept from 9 to 18 mouths,

States D epartm ent of Agriculture, re­ 
cently made jellies of excellent tex­ 
ture, flavor and color. 
To put up unsugared fruit juices for 
jelly making, proceed examtly as 
if 
jelly were to be made at the time. 
Ccok the fruits until they are soft and 
si rain out the Juidfe through a flannel 
bag. 
H eat and pour while hot into 
bottles previously scalded. Fill the bot­ 
tles.full, leaving no air apace between 
juice and cork or seal. 
Bigae 
the 
fined seaeld bottles on their sides in 
w ater near the boiling point, and keep 
them In the bath for about 30 minutes. 
Make sure th at the corked or sealed 
end is under the hot water. 
As soon 
as the bottles are cool, cover the cork 
with a paraffin seal. 
Thorough steri­ 
lization and sealing are absolutely es­ 
sential to success. 
To make jelly from the sterilized 
juice, test the jelling quality, add the 
proper am ount of sugar, and proceed 
as in making jelly from freshly ex­ 
pressed juice.
